Some  years  ago  I  read  a  fascinating  and  humorous  editorial  by  John  Keasler  on  the  elusive  and  graceful  art  of  nonversation 
-  the  capacity  to  be  comfortable  with  quietude,  the  ability  to  find  companionship  with  someone  without  being  forced  into 
being  a  conversationalist,  the  freedom  to  abstain  from  entering  in  upon  every  discussion  of  worthless  trivia. 

It  is  such  a  great  blessing  to  have  friends  with  whom  you  can  be  quiet,  who  do  not  think  it  a  criminal  waste  of  time  if  they 
slump  around  and  say  nothing,  who  reject  the  heresy  that  "good  conversation  is  a  dying  art,"  who  accept  the  theory  that  there 
is  majesty  in 

The  Sound  of  Silence. 

There  is  a  need  to  enjoy  the  therapy  of  the  sound  of  silence.  As  teachers  you  will  speak  many  words  and  hear  many  more. 
You  will  want  to  find  time  in  your  busy,  noisy,  wordy  days  to  retreat  to  some  place  where  the  sound  of  silence  becomes  a  sym- 
phony of  peace. 

"Be  still,  and  know  that  I  am  God."  says  the  Psalmist.  "I  am  exalted  among  the  nations,  I  am  exalted  in  the  earth.  The 
Lord  of  hosts  is  with  us;  the  God  of  Jacob  is  our  Refuge."  (Psalm  46: 10.11  j 

God  is  such  a  Refuge  to  Whom  you  can  retreat  and  be  still.  As  you  enter  the  sanctuary  of  Holy  Scriptures,  you  will  hear 
Him  speak  words  of  judgment  in  order  that  you  may  rejoice  in  His  words  of  grace.  His  pardon  will  transform  the  turbulence  of 
your  sin-troubled  soul  into  the  silence  of  a  heart  at  peace  with  a  forgiving  God. 

There  is,  of  course,  nothing  so  fearful  as  the  total  sound  of  silence  from  God,  when  He  has  nothing  more  to  say  because 
someone  has  "turned  Him  off,"  and  will  not  hear  either  His  word  of judgment  of  His  word  of  grace.  Pray  the  Holy  Spirit  to 
keep  you  a  good  listener  to  the  voice  of  God.  Live  an  abundant  life  in  the  Scriptures. 

But  back  to  friends  with  whom  you  can  be  quiet,  friends  who  do  not  expect  you  to  be  a  conversationalist,  friends  who  know 
you  need  their  presence  and  offer  you  their  understanding  as  you  silently  rely  upon  their  friendship . 

God  is  such  a  Friend  in  Christ  Jesus.  He  listens  to  you.  He  understands  you.  He  loves  you.  Even  without  a  word  from  you, 
He  can  interpret  the  sound  of  your  silence.

The  name  of  the  game  at  Concordia  this  winter 
was  basketball  as  the  Cougars  continued  the 
sport  year's  winning  tradition  by  gobbling  up 
twenty  victories  against  only  four  losses.  The 
Cats  finished  the  regular  season  with  a  19-1  slate 
and  picked  up  their  record-tying  twentieth  win 
against  Concordia  Seminary  at  the  Concordia 
Invitational  Tournament  in  St.  Paul.  Losing  to 
an  inspired  St.  Paul  team  in  that  tournament  and 
dropping  two  hard-fought  NCAA  tournament 
games  completed  in  uncharacteristic  fashion  one 
of  the  best  seasons  ever  in  Cougar  roundball 
history. 

An  assortment  of  long-standing  records  fell  vic- 
tim to  this  year's  squad.  Seniors  Roger  Burgdorf 
and  Chuck  Bjerregaard  were  two  of  the  biggest 
reasons  that  the  total  team  shooting  percentage 
set  a  new  mark  at  .460.  Both  broke  the  individu- 
al field  goal  percentage  for  a  season  by  shooting 
at  a  .544  and  .561  clip  respectively.  Their  career 
percentages  also  set  a  new  record  as  both  fin- 
ished with  a  .533  average.  The  Cougars  tied  the 
one-game  shooting  percentage  at  .600  in  their 
first  encounter  with  St.  Procopius  and  on  the 
same  night  poured  in  108  points  to  set  a  new  sin- 
gle game  scoring  record.  Also  putting  his  name 
in  the  record  books  was  senior  Rob  Mueller, 
who  came  up  with  106  assists  for  the  season  and 
11  in  a  single  game.

Following  in  the  blazing  trail  of 
the  mighty  Cougars,  the  CTC 
extramural  basketball  team  also 
made  a  name  for  themselves  this 
year.  The  CTC  'KITTENS" 
came  into  their  own  with  7-3  and 
4-2  season  records.  Highlighting 
the  season  was  the  Invitational 
Tournament  which  Concordia 
hostessed  on  February  8. 


Wrestling 


The  Cougar  matmen  came  up  with  several  outstanding  individual  performances.  The 
final  record  of  two  wins,  eleven  losses,  and  1  tie  is  more  an  indication  of  a  lack  of  partici- 
pants than  evidence  of  the  squad's  skill  or  dedication.  The  wrestlers  were  forced  to  give 
their  opponents  easy  points  by  forfeiting  35  individual  matches  or  a  total  of  175  points. 
This  total  was  forced  either  by  injuries  or  a  lack  of  personnel  in  a  particular  weight 
class.  Considering  this  handicap,  a  number  of  the  matches  might  have  gone  the  other 
way. 

Five  of  the  six  regular  team  members  will  be  back  again  next  year  to  insure  an  improve- 
ment of  this  year's  record.  Jack  Fish,  the  squad's  only  senior,  finished  his  two-year 
Cougar  wrestling  career  with  a  5-11-0  individual  record.  Junior  Ron  Zernicke,  wrestling 
in  the  177  pound  class,  was  the  team's  leading  point  getter  with  68,  and  finished  his 
third  season  with  a  16-3-0  record,  the  best  single  season  record  in  Cat  wrestling  history. 
He  also  increased  his  record  career  slate  to  30-15-1 .  established  a  Cougar  wrestler's 
longest  winning  streak  at  13.  and  led  the  team  in  pins  with  six,  also  a  Cougar  wrestling 
record.  Sophomore  Cliff  Walton  in  the  130  pound  class  in  this,  his  second  year  as  a 
wrestler,  was  the  only  other  Cougar  to  break  the  .500  mark  with  his  10-6-0  record. 
Three  of  his  victories  were  pins.
